Giscard Salutes 'Freedom of Berlin 9 


BERLIN, OcL 29 (UPI) — President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing of France arrived here today on a 
12-hour mission and told a crowd of 6.000: “Hie 
freedom of Berlin is our freedom.” 

Mr. Giscard tTEstaing landed at the Tegd air- 
port in the French sector of West Berlin and began 
his visit by viewing a parade of French troops. 

His visit occurred 173 years after Napoleon Bo- 
naparte marched his troops on OcL 27, 1806, 
through the Brandenburg Gate, now on the east 
side of the wall that divides the city, after his tri- 
umph over Prussia. 

“France is deeply bound to the freedom and se- 
curity of Berlin,” said Mr. Giscard d’Estaing, 
speaking in German. 

Berlin was split into four sectors at the end of 


World War n, with France, the United States and 
Britain administering a sector in West Berlin 
and the Soviet Union talcing control in East Berlin. 
France maintains 2,700 troops in its sector, the 
United States 5,700 and Britain 3,600. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing signed the golden book of 
the city at a ceremony with Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany. He said that France 
was committed to its part of the 1971 four-power 
agreement defining the status of Berlin and provid- 
ing guarantees of communication and access 
through East Germany. 

“France, winch played an important part in 
negotiating the four-power agreemenL will strictly 
implement its provisions,” he said. “We want Ber- 
lin to remain Beilin — an example and a symbol. 
The freedom of Berlin is our freedom.”

JERUSALEM, OcL 29 — Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin reached 
agreement on a Cabinet reshuffle 
with major coalition partners today, 
considerably increasing his chances 
of weathering the political storm 
that threatens his leadership. 

Talks with leaders of the Liberal 
wing of his governing Likud bloc 
produced a tentative lmeup of min- 
isters to be approved by the Cabinet 
at its weekly meeting Sunday. Polit- 
ical sources said chances are it will 
go through- 

Under the reshuffle, Mr. Begin 
will retain the Foreign Ministry 
portfolio vacated with the resigna- 
tion of Moshe Dayan. Finance Min- 
ister Simcha Ehrlich of the Liberals 
is to become a second deputy to Mr. 
Begin in charge of domestic affairs 
along with Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigael Yadin. 

A hawkish member of Mr. Be- 
gin's Likud bloc, Yigael Huivitz, 
will get the Treasury and a new 
ministry — information — will be 
created for a Liberal minister, prob- 
ably Moshe Nissim. now a minister 
without portfolio in the Begin Cabi- 
neL 

Mr. Begin earlier in the day said 
he will not resign because of the cri- 
sis surrounding his government He 
made the remarks after offering the 
foreign ministry portfolio to Mr. 
Yadin. Mr. Yadin, 62, a dove, said 
be could not accept because he 
disagreed with the policy of wide- 
spread Jewish settlements on the 
west Bank of the Jordan. 

He said later, “We disagree from 
time to time on our foreign policy 
and about the settlements. It is not 
ethical — more correctly, it is diffi- 
cult — for the foreign minister to go 
against foreign policy and the need 
to defend iL” Mr. Dayan had said 
he resigned for a similar reason.

Israel's High Court of Justice or- 
dered the settlement of Elon March 
dismantled because it was built on 
privately owned Arab land for po- 
litical and not military reasons, as 
the government contended.

She Flees Cambodia — for 2d Time

BAN KAENG, Thailand, OcL 
29 (NYT) — For the second time, 
an 18-year-old Cambodian wom- 
an has made it to a refugee camp 
in Thailand, and once again her 
brother has rushed here from Par- 
is in the hope of being allowed to 
take her home with him. 

It seemed all set last June, the 
first time that she succeeded in 
esca p in g from Cambodia. But 
T hailan d forced her bade across 
the border before France, which 

had agreed to let her go there, 
could arrange for her departure 
from the camp. 

Kim Kok Hoai, 26, refluped 
home a broken man. His sister 
had- told him dming their brief 
nueting that die was the only sur- 
vhw w their family, that rite had 
buried thdr father and mother, 
their younger sister and a grand- 
mother. Mr. Kim was in despair, 
and his friends did not bdieve 
thdr own words when they as- 
sured him tha t his sister might 
come out again. 

Her of survival seemed 
small to those who knew the fate 
of the 45,000 Cambodians whom 
Thailand forced back at gun-

■ “Are you sure 1 wiD not be 
pushed back again?” she asked 
repeatedly in a long conversation, 
in a huge refugee ramp where 
30.000 Cambodians have been 
piit in a field that stood empty 
less than a week ago.

“Do you think the French 
will realty take me?” 

The young woman said that 
she suspected that repatriation 
was in store for them as the peo- 
ple of the camp where she was 
last June were hurriedly loaded 
on buses by Thai soldiers. “But 
what to do? One has to obey,” 
she said with a shrug and a shud- 


der. Tbtir suspicions were con- 
firmed daring the stops of the 
daylong bus ride. Thai villagers 
and Chinese shopkeepers handed 
them packages of rice and other 
food and told them ominously 
that they would need iL 

Urey were made to dimb 
down, losing roost of their be- 
longings as they struggled to hang 
on to creepers growing out of the. 
ctiff face. Sometimes they had to' 
hold still fra: what seemed tike 
boms, she recalled, because there 
were so many of them and belpw 
there was so little room because 
erf the mines. 

She heard people plead for 
mercy above, and she heard shots 
fired in the air. People cried ont 
for water and some offered to pay 
for it in gold, but there was none. 

They were happy to find two 
Vietnamese soldiers below be- 
cause it assured them that they 
were not deserted without food 
and water, among the mines. The 
soldiers told them to stay where 


they were until a path could be 
cleared through the mines. 

Asked about food, the soldiers 
merely shru g ged. They remained 
herded together, hemmed in by 
mines, which they heard .explode 
.as people searched for water and 
edible roots and leaves. For three 
or four days, the mass of thou- 
sands moved a few steps at a 
rime, only to halt again. 

In ten days’ march, a col um n 
of about 20,000 -hungry men, 
women and children reached the 

provincial capital o£ Kompong 
Thom. Many dropped by the 
wayside and were not heard from 
again. Some were buried, others 
remained. 

The column, which had fol- 
lowed three smugglers going to 
the Thai border to buy food, 
waded for about 5 miles through 
Hooded fields where rice was 
once grown and crossed the bor- 
der again about 10 days ago with- 
in a few miles from where they 
entered earlier this year but were 

forced back. 

“I never want to see Cambodia 
again,” said tbe young woman, 
who speaks fluent French from 
tier high school days is Phnom 
Penh.

Saudi Arabia Denies Hint 
Of Split in Royal Family

JIDDA, Saudi Arabia (NYT) — A few months ago, when Lhe U.S. CIA 
leaked “reports” about a split in the royal family of Saudi Arabia, a West- 
ern diplomat here raised the issue with a member of the royal family. He 
received a very curt, and very pointed, answer. 

“Let me explain something to you,” the Saudi prince replied. “If there is 
one thing rids royal family is agreed on, it is its own survival. We do not 
survive by fighting each other.” 

It has been so from the beginning. In 1902, when the patriarch of tbe 
prolific A1 Saud fantity, which rules Saudi Arabia, set out from exile in 
Kuwait with 40 men on horseback to conquer the vast desert land. Abdd- 
Aziz ibn Abdd-Rahman al-Faisal Al Saud demanded only one thing of his 
warriors: unquestioning loyalty. . 

In return, those wbo fought for the Bedouin chief were to share his 
wealth, his power and to remain to this day the beneficiaries of his patron- 
age and that of his successors. 

Without this social pact, it would have been impossible for the man who 
subsequently became the monarch of the kingdom of Saudi Arabia to 
triumph over almost impossible odds and assert the rule of the Al Saud 
family over this large nation. 

King Ibn Saud died In 1953 at the age of 73. leaving behind legends and 
one of the world’s most intricate and fascinating systems of government. 

When be began his campaign to wrest control erf what was to become the 
kingdom of the Nejd, Hejaz and Dependencies and later Saudi Arabia, he 
was barely 21. 

For 30 years, from the start of his campaign until 1932 when he pro- 
claimed himself king of Saudi Arabia, Ibn Saud was a warrior whose 
following increased every year as tribal chiefs, awed by his single-minded 
determination to (***» them, declared one after another their allegiance to 
his rule. 

His was an old-fashioned campaign, marked with chivalry — men on 
horses brandishing swords, raiding their enemies across open land, bring- 
ing rivals to hed in fierce battles and enforcing a stark and exacting system 
of justice. 

Loyalty to King Ibn Saud was not only on the battlefield. The loyalty 
was built on a wide and peculiar system of consensus, with extensive fami- 
ly tics reaching into every corner of the countty. Upon his death. King Ibn 
Saud had nearly 15 wives from the different tribes and more than 45 sons. 

The system has perpetuated itself so that the royal family has expanded

(Reuters) — An Eritrean guerrilla 
leader said last night that Ethiopia 
had massed 40,000 troops on its 
border with Sudan, prompting a 
military response from the Su- 
danese.

Frenchman Says He Bought Bokassa Goods for Charity

NEW YORK, Ocl 29 (NYT) — 
A French businessman says that he 
has persuaded Jean Bedel Bokassa, 
the deposed emperor of the Central 
African Republic, to sell him his 
vast properties in France and that 
he is now offering the proceeds 
from their resale, estimated at S10 
million to $12 million, to the Unit- 
ed Nations Children's Fund. 

Bernard Tapie, 38, president of a 
large printing firm, spoke recently 


of the events that took him from 
Paris to West Africa, where he met 
with Mr. Bokassa, and finally to 
New York, where last Wednesday 
be offered his gift to Henry La- 
bouisse. the executive director of 
Unicef. 


Mr. Tapie told his story in an in-

“France condoned despotic re- 
gimes such as Bokassa’s in exchange

He made it plain that he was con- 
vinced the emperor's excesses were 
known to politicians in and out of 


government but that they had been 
unwilling to move against him until 
the dimensions of his repression be- 
came known worldwide. Only then, 
he said, did France support the 
coup last mouth that ended the 14- 
year Bokassa rule in a country that 
remained almost totally dependent 
on Paris despite its nominal status 
as an independent state. 

Mr. Tapie insisted he was not a 
political activist and that be was 
disenchanted with party politics in 
France. But he did not deny that his

Australia Closes 
Leaky Reactor 

SYDNEY, OcL 29 (UPI) — Aus- 
tralia's only- nuclear reactor has 
been dosed because workers discov- 
ered leaks of heavy water and radio- 
active tritium, an Australian Atom- 
ic Energy Commission official said 
today. 

The official emphasized that the 
leaks have been contained inside 
the plant and posed po threat to the 
area around the facility.

Alitalia 
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Loosening the Energy Noose 


Last week was an amazing one for the 1979 
Carter energy program. One worthwhile bill 
after another moved ahead in a wave of prog- 
ress that, in 1977, would have made the rook- 
ie administration salivate. The Senate 
Finance Committee approved a windfall 
profits tax . . . the House Finally adopted a 
cautious standby rationing plan for gasoline 
emergencies ... the House approved emer- 
gency fuel assistance for the poor ... a 
proposal for one new agency, to develop al- 
ternative energy sources, is on its way to the 
Senate floor . . . another one. to cut red 
tape, is moving toward enactment in the 
House. 

The only trouble with all this good news is 
that, however desirable these measures may 
be. they don't add up to much. The test of an 
energy policy now is. how tight does it leave 
the noose around America's neck? The 
Carter program would Aug at that noose a 
little but for the next few years would still 
leave the country susceptible to rope bum. 
and worse. 

The only quick way to keep the noose from 
drawing tighter is to use less oil. The best 
way to force that is by raising the price. Peo- 
ple will use less when they have to pay more. 
And that explains the importance of the 
brave step President Carter took last sum- 
mer, to decontrol crude oil prices, thus pro- 
moting both conservation and new oil pro- 
duction. 

Just how politically brave the president 
was to order decontrol became evident last 
week. One oil company after another report- 
ed third-quarter earnings that were double, 
even triple those of last year. On hearing 
news like that, citizens confronted with soar- 
ing heating oil bills are more apt to cry “Rip- 
off!” than to see the conservation effect of 
higher prices. 

But it is possible to have things both ways. 
While decontrol and higher prices promote 
lower consumption and greater exploration, 
a windfall profits tax can recapture the “rip- 
offs” and put them to public use. 

* * * 

That the Senate Finance Committee ap- 
proved a windfall profits tax of any kind was 
cheering, even though its bill would bring in 
only SI 38 billion over 10 years. That is only 
half as much as the House version. The dif- 
ference lies in the exemptions from the tax 
that were voted by the Finance Committee. 
Some exemptions may be defensible. Most 
notably, the committee would exempt newly 
discovered oil from the windfall tax on the 
theory that the higher the profit, the greater 
the incentive to find more domestic oil. But 
other exemptions seem grossly unjustifiable. 
Excusing independent owners of small oil 


wells from the tax will hardly promote explo- 
ration. We hope the Senate doses such loop- 
holes. 

The other congressional actions last week 
should be seen in perspective. Yes. the 
House, though previously obstructive, has 
now endorsed gasoline rationing in a nation- 
al emergency. But what does the House con- 
sider an emergency? Last summer’s lines 
grew out of a gasoline shortage of maybe 5 
percent. The standby plan just approved by 
the House could not be used unless a short- 
age reached 20 percent. The United States 
could be on its knees at that point. 

The administration's proposed Energy Se- 
curity Corporation would eventually develop 
much new energy to replace oil imports. But 
“eventually" means 1985, 1990 and beyond. 
What about U.S. security in the meantime? 

And it is worth remembering the presi- 
dent's dramatic words on July 15: “Begin- 
ning this moment, this nation will never use 
more foreign oil than we did in 1977. Never.'* 
He said he would “use my presidential au- 
thority to set import quotas [to] forbid the 
entry into this country of one drop of foreign 
oil more than these goals allow." The Senate 
Energy Committee last week voted to give 
Congress veto power over the president's au- 
thority to set such import quotas or tariffs. 
We did not hear any new dramatic words 
from the While House in response. 

What is most to be feared in the flurry of 
legislative action is that the public takes it to 
mean more than it does. The individual mea- 
sures are surely worthy, most particularly 
rapid enactment of heating assistance for the 
poor. But the Carter energy program does 
precious little to lessen the present U.S. de- 
mand for foreign oil or vulnerability to its 
denial. 

It is not as though ways to lessen both are 
beyond the ingenuity of either the White 
House or Congress. Since gasoline accounts 
for about half of U.S. oil consumption, the 
simplest way would be to force gasoline con- 
servation. ft would concentrate the mind 
wonderfully, for instance, to raise the price 
of gasoline over $2 by adding a tax of SI a 
gallon. 

The effect on consumption would be an im- 
mediate drop of about 10 percent in gasoline 
used nationally. The effect on individuals 
would be negligible, as long as they could 
decide how and when to cut their own driv- 
ing.

A Modern Miracle 


Smallpox was once the world's most feared 
disease. It killed or disfigured millions of 
people. Now, according to the doctors who 
have been hunting it down, smallpox is gone. 
It will no longer plague mankind. 

* * * 

The last known natural case of smallpox 
occurred two years ago in Somalia, where 
more than 2,500 cases had developed earlier 
that year. The last victim, a hospital cook, 
was isolated, and all those who might have 
come in contact with him were vaccinated. 
There have been no more cases in Somalia. 
Except for two cases in Britain that resulted 
from faulty handling of smallpox virus in a 
laboratory, no other cases have been report- 
ed. Except for laboratory samples, doctors 
believe the virus has been destroyed. 

The credit for the drive that led to this 
remarkable belief goes to the World Health 
Organization. WHO’s medical teams, led by 
Dr. Donald Henderson, set out in 1966 to 
eliminate smallpox within 10 years. Few who 
participated in setting that goal believed 


there was any chance of reaching it. But the 
goal turned out to be only slightly optimistic, 
because governments everywhere cooperated 
in the effort and a new freeze-dried vaccine 
made mass vaccinations possible. 

The impact of smallpox over the years has 
been staggering. The disease swept Europe 
repeatedly, and as recently as 1919 more 
than 3.500 people died from it in Spain 
alone. Some historians credit it for the Euro- 
peans’ easy conquest of North America be- 
cause the new disease carried in from Europe 
so ravaged the American Indian population. 

If smallpox is now gone, as the doctors 
believe — and there is every reason to think 
they are right — the world is a better place to 
live because it finally organized itself to take 
full advantage of the discovery Edward 
Jenner made in England 183 years ago. That 
— the banding together of people every- 
where, without regard to politics or national 
glory, to defeat a common enemy — is the 
true miracle.

Hua Goes to Britain 

Chinese Party Chairman Hua Guofeog has 
handled things well on his European tour so 
far. He arrives from France and West Ger- 
many [with Italy to come after visiting Brit- 
ain] leaving behind the impression of un-stri- 
dent good sense. Though he called naturally 
for joint efforts against “hegemonism” — 
meaning but not saying the Soviet Union — 
he did not oversell his line as he had last year 
in Romania and Yugoslavia. 

And in a subtle but important semantic 
shift. Mr. Hua no longer says that world war 
is “inevitable.” Now he talks about the op- 
portunity to “delay" its outbreak and secure 
“a fairly long period of peace ...” 

China indicates a real desire for closer re- 
lations. which should be met in a sensibly 
positive way . . . 


On the diplomatic front, the Foreign Off- 
ice might take advantage of its good relations 
with Peking and its China expertise to ex- 
plore some new paths. 

The Chinese, a second-rank nuclear power 
like Britain, is now beginning to talk with 
slightly more realism about disarmament. 
And beyond the anti-hegemony record, they 
are themselves very cautiously exploring the 
road to Moscow. Any progress on this trajec- 
tory would have a stunning effect on com- 
mon perceptions of the balance of power. 

We should also speak quite frankly about 
Indochina, where a second Chinese invasion 
of Vietnam can only further deepen divisions 
which already have been the cause of desper- 
ate suffering . . .

A Tug at Bootstrap 
Of the Third World

W ASHINGTON — If you are 
like me, listening to Pope 
John Paul IPs critique of world de- 
velopment, you wondered bow on 
earth we could generate the com- 
passion and spirituality he identi- 
fied as the chief remedy for world 
poverty. Listening to Fidel Castro's 
critique, you found it flawed by Ids 
harping on the iniquities of “imperi- 
alism/ 

You then heard that a West Indi- 
an-born Princeton professor, a Brit- 
ish citizen named Sir W. Arthur 
Lewis, had won a Nobel Prize in 
economics for his work in develop- 
ment. Could he possibly offer a for- 
mula that would be at once helpful 
to the world’s poor and within mor- 
tal reach — and Western reach — as 
well? Thai seems to me to be what 
Americans want these days as they 
contemplate the spectacle of wide- 
spread global poverty’s bang pite- 
ously aggravated, as it is, by world 
recession: something effective, pos- 
able to do and politically palatable 
ail at the same nine. 

It is perhaps die characteristic 
failing of Americans to keep setting 
these three conditions on their in- 
ternational involvement. They no 
doubt constitute too heavy a de- 
mand to make even cm a Nobel 
laureate whose Caribbean back- 
ground and Western tr aining and 
experience would seem to make Him 
an ideal leader of North-South dia- 
logue. 

Making Sense 

Still. I did a bit of work on him 
— including calling him and some 
of his friends and critics and read- 
ing his latest essay — and learned 
some things that seemed to me to 
make sense. 

Lewis does not come across as a 
moralist or revolutionary but as a 
soft-spoken academic economist 
who is a physical emigre, but not an 
intellectual emigre, from the Third 
World: He serves his people from a 
distance. He is struck these days by 
the particular dimensions of the less 


C ARACAS — The next OPEC 
meeting is scheduled to be 
held in Caracas starting Dec. 17.

The 
OPEC ceiling fixed earlier this year 
is $23.50 a barrel, but on the spot 
market now $35 is not surprising. 
He said there had been some recent 
sales at $39 or $40. 

“We hear that 30 percent of all 
OPEC oil is being sold on the spot 
market,” Calderon Berti said. “That 
is six times the normal level.” 

Why was that happening? He 
said demand was above world pro- 
duction — perhaps 2 million bands 
a day above. Buyers, worried about 
the political situation in some pro- 
ducing countries, were stockpiling. 

The minister said he wished 
OPEC countries would keep ofl 
away from the spot market by re- 
fusing to sell to brokers. Venezuela 
never sells to them, be said — only 
to users. But when asked whether 
there was any realistic chance of 
OPEC countries unanimously re- 
sisting the temptation of the spot 
market, he shrugged. WhaL then. 

was the answer? 

Control Needed 

“You have to control consump- 
tion,” he said. “The world has to 
understand that production is not 
; to increase. 

fc have to promote conserva- 
tion in the world. More than half 
the countries do not even have an 
energy plan.

ence: and this one is going to fail, 
too. I think there is more support 
for it in Venezuela than in your own 
country.

Calderon Berti is a petroleum en- 
gineer, just 38 years old, who knows 
the United States. He studied at the 
University of Tulsa from 1966 to 
1968. I asked what he thought the 
United Stales should be doing. 

“First you have to make a real 
conservation effort,” he said. “For- 
get about the big cars, the air-condi- 
tioned shopping centers. 

“Then you ought to make a joint 
effort for eaeray in the Americas. 
For example, ifyou could get some 
geothermal energy in Central Amer- 
ica, the oil could go elsewhere. I 
mean joint governmental efforts, 
because countries like Guatemala 
and Costa Rica don’t have the mon- 
ey or technology to do it on their 
own, and they will probably not 
welcome the oil companies.” 

Next week Calderon Berti leaves 
for a month's tour of aD the OPEC 
countries in the Middle East and 
Africa. In early December, be will 
be in Dharan for a meeting of an 
OPEC strategy committee, a first 
attempt by the organization to do 
some long-term thinking about pric- 
es and relations with the industrial- 
ized countries and the Third World. 

“The experience of recent years,” 
he said, “is that every time we in- 
crease the price of oil, the price of 
what we buy goes up. So what's the 
use? We have to get together with 
■ the industrialized countries. We 
. need a certain order.” 

The message is a reasonable one, 
and there is no doubt that the Vene- 
zuelan government as a whole be- 
lieves it The expectations aroused 
by oil riches are having destabiliz- 
ing effects here: This past week 


demonstrators demanding legisla- 
tion for huge national wage increas- 
es dashed with police in Caracas. 
And the government is worried 
about the effect of energy inflation 
on political stability in Caribbean 
and other nearby countries.

medieval Frankenstein Castle. 

The crumbling stone fortress on a hilltop in 
the Odeawald hilts near Darmstadt is an 
spooky backdrop for the costumed creatures 
who cavon for big crowds at the sound-and- 
light show. 

Up to 25.000 spectators are expected at sev- 
en nights of skits involving a bed of nails, 
stretch rack, guillotine, gallows and whipping 
post, said 23-year-old U.S. organizer Brian 

Hill stars as Frankenstein's monster, 
decked out in a S75 Hollywood mask and 
black costume he put together from clothes 
bought at a Ilea market 

When not performing. Hill and tbe cast of 
35 ghouls mingle with spectators clustered 
around a graveyard, the bloody bones of a, 
slain dragon, dummy corpses strung up on' 
nets and Dracula m a casket. Tbe displays are 
scattered around the castle courtyard, and tbe 
skits are performed amid the standing crowd. 

Gob Sponsorship 

The festival, sponsored by a dub for U.S. 
soldiers and young Germans, drew 17,000 
spectators in four nights last year. German 
television transmitted films of one perform- 
ance. 

“It was such a success — especially among 
Germans who don't celebrate Halloween — 
we decided to extend it for three more . 
this year,” said HiU, whose home is in 
Palm Beach, Fla. 

Frankenstein Castle is a spectacular setting 
for the show. Built by the Frankenstein 
knights in the 13th century, it soon became a 
battleground for a warring noble family. In 
1662. the Hessian rulers bought the castle for 
retired mercenaries, but it was eventually 
abandoned and left to crumble. 

Owned by the state of Hesse, the castle is 



largely a ruin, with only a few towers and rem- 
nants of outer walls remaining. It has become 
an attraction for tourists who get a magnifi- 
cent view of the Rhine and Main river valleys

'L’Amore dei Tre Re’ Outstanding at Wexford

W EXFORD. Ireland, OcL 29 
(IHT1 — Reviewing the US. 
premiere of Monteraezzi’s 
“L'Anrore dei Tre Re” at the Met 
on Jan. 2. 1914. J.W. Henderson 
wrote in the New York Sun: “The 
opera is one of high and unusual 
merits” 

He was right about that nor was 
he alone in his opinion, from the 
time of its premiere until 1941 It 
was rarely out of the Met repertoire, 
with the soprano role of Fiora a fa- 
vorite of Bori. PonseQe. Muzio, Eas- 
ton and, in the late *30s, of Helen 
Jepson. Grace Moore and Dorothy 
Kirsten. The story was similar in 
Chicago, with Mary Garden as 
Flora. 

Against this historical back- 
ground. it was astonishing to find 
“L'Amore dei Tre Re” turning up 
here as no less a novelty than Spon- 
tini's “La Vestale” and tbe Ricci 
brothers’ “Crispino e la Co mare" 
(The Cobbler and the Fairy), which 
rounded out the Wexford Festival’s 
traditional annual complement of 
three operatic rarities. 

How to account for its sudden 
disappearance from the repertoire? 
Hearing it again after so long an in- 
terval and with still vivid memories 
of PonseQe. Edward Johnson (Avi- ■ 
to} and Adamo Didur (Archibaldo), 
left the question unanswered, unless 
it be the absence of ringers of simi- 
lar vocal and physical glamor. 

The Wexford cast was not of that 
category, although aside from the 
unfortunate casting of Avito it was 
very good. But still “L’Amore do 
Tre Re” came across as a splendid 
piece of work, dramatically com- 
pact and engrossing, richly and viv- 
idly scored (looking more to .Debus- 
sy and Strauss than to Puccini), and 
admirably written for the voices. 

There were outstanding perfor- 
mances by the Romanian Magdale- 
na Cononovid. a substitute Flora 
who mastered the role in nine days, 
and the Portuguese basso. Alvaro 
Malta, as tbe blind King Ardubal- 
do. There was also eloquent playing 


soprano Mani Mekler who should 
be warned, however, against driving 
her fine voice too hard, and it bene- 
fited from the conducts rial insight 
and authority of Matthias Bamert.

"Crispino e la Comare” (1850).

buffo genius of Sesto Bruscantini

is now often possible to make more 
of foreign exchange profit by doing 
nothing. 

The role corporate treasurers 
play in the currency markets has al- 
ways been ambiguous. They claim 
to be motivated to action on the 
foreign exchange market out of a 
desire to protect the parent compa- 
ny’s assets by protecting it against 
currency devaluation. Often, how- 
ever. their moves were seen as 
outright speculation, bringing about 
the currency bhangs that they 
claimed to oe trying to avoid ana 
making a profit at iL 

‘FuflOrde’ 

“In a sense treasurers have uow 
come full circle in their thinking," 
Robert Ankrom, treasurer of Talbot 
(the former Chrysler France), told 
the conference here today spon- 
sored by Forex Research ana the 
International Herald Tribune. 

“When exhange rams first started 
to float . . many treasurers 
thought it possible to play the for- 
eign exchange market. They had 
just come away from a period of 
fixed rales when it took little skill to 
gamble and make fabulous profits. 
Their experience with pound ster- 
ling and the U.S. dollar left them 
Mth a feeling of infallibility: 

“But . . -floating rates were not 
a one way sum. Some who took 
positions got burned,” he noted, re- 
sulting in treasurers adopting more 
conservative policies. “They began 
to liken toe exchange market to a 
lottery. Winners were lucky, not 
necessarily smar t. The prudent 
thing, they now thought, was to get 
out of toe market, hedge all, neu- 
tralize one’s position.” 

But this policy, he said, did not' 
reckon with toe costs. As a result of 
toting up toe costs of a hedge-all 
policy — idling anticipated foreign 
exchange earnings for future deliv- 
ery — “the pendulum is beginning 
to swing back to the earlier policy 
of not covering everything,* w “ 
Ankrom said. 


GM Joins the Club: Runs at Loss 


DETROIT, OcL 29 (AP-DJ) 
— The fact escaped wide notice, 
but General Motors, with publi- 
cation of its latest results, quiet- 
ly and unexpectedly joined the 
party: Like Ford Motor and 
Chrysler, GM showed a loss on 
operations in the third quarter. 

On Thursday, GM announced 
profit that looked dismal 
enough, down 96 percent to $22 
millio n or six cents a share 
(IHT, Oct! 26) from year-earlier 
net of $528 milli on or $1.84 a 
share. As it turned out, even. that 
sliver of profit was too good to 
be true, it was the result of a 
large tax credit that masked a 
loss on operations of nearly 
5100 million. 

“It shows just what the condi- 
tion of the auto industry is,” 
says Arthur Davis, of Prescott 
Ball & Turben in Cleveland. 
"Chrysler lost money. Ford lost 
money, and even GM, the best, 
lost money in the quarter." 

The country’s number-one au- 
tomaker had not had a quarterly 
loss, pretax or otherwise, since 
the last quarter of 1970, when it 
underwent a national strike. 

Sometime this week Chrysler 
is expected to report losses of as 


much as $500 million. Ford an- 
nounced last week that it had a 
net third-quarter profit of $103 
million but made it clear that 
substantial tax credits were toe 
reason. Its income statement 
showed a pretax loss of $319 
million. 

GM, on the other hand, in- 
cluded its tax credits in its reci- 
tation of costs and expenses and 
did not list pretax results sepa- 
rately. An analyst who did not 
miss the point is Richard Hay- 
don, of Goldman, Sachs & Co. 
“They wanted to dissociate 
themselves from the ills of the 
rest of the industry," he 

Roger Smith, a GM executive 
vice president, disagrees: "We 
included what we thought was 
significant” in the discussion of 
third-quarter results, he says. 

Not Expected 

While Ford’s and Chiysler’s 
operating losses had been ex- 
pected and, at least in Chrysler’ s 
case, well publicized, CM'S was 
neither. Although analysts had 
been steadily chopping their 
forecasts of the firm's earnings 
since July, most had come out 
believing 25 cents a share in 
earnings was reasonable. 


The further erosion into a loss 
position on GWs operations 
means, for many analysts, that 
toe company’s year-end extra 
dividend, $150 last year but al- 
ready considered vulnerable this 
year, is even more so. “We thin k 
the extra dividend wiH be elimi- 
nated," says A1 Nelson, analyst 
mth A.G. Becker Inc. 

Some analysts are reducing 
their fourth-quarter earnings es- 
timates, despite the traditional 
improvement in the final quarter 
due to new-model introduction. 

Many believe that the compa- 
ny's third-quarter troubles were 
even more severe than the pretax 
lass would suggest. Without in- 
come from its finance arm and 
from other nonoperating sourc- 
es. GM would have been more 
than $250 million in the red. 
some analysts calculate. 

The fact that the company's 
main business lost so much 
money “shows the tremendous 
inefficiencies in production" 
that GM is sustaining because of 
a swing in marke t demand to 
small cars away, comments Phil- 
ip Fricke, of L~F. Rothschild, 
Un ter berg & Towbin.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 29 — The 
productivity of private business in 
the United' States grew at a season- 
ally adjusted annual rate of 0.1 per- 
cent in the third quarter of this 
year, the Labor Department report- 
ed today. 

The economy's output per hour 
of work had declined at a rale of 3 
percent in toe first quarter and 22 
percent in toe second. Labor De- 
partment analysts interpreted the 
third-quarter figures as showing 
that, while toe rapid decline has 
siopped. no significant growth in 
productivity has begun. 

The third-quarter figures left the 
productivity of private business 12 
percent below its level of a year ago. 

Less Time Lost 

Major collective-bargaining set- 
tlements in this year’s first nine 
months produced average annual 
wage increases of 6. 1 percent, down 
Trom 65 percent in the same period 
last year and 6.4 percent in all of 
1978. toe department also reported. 
The figures exclude fringe benefits. 

The percentage erf working time 
lost because of strikes dropped in 
September to 0.15 from 0.16 in 
August and was toe lowest since 
0.08 in March. 

The third-quarter productivity 
figures show that hourly compensa- 
tion — including wages, salaries, 
fringe benefits and employer contri- 
butions to benefit plans — in- 
creased at an annual rate of 85 per- 
cent, the smallest quarterly ffiin of 
the year. Compensation did not 
keep up with inflation and declined 
3.9 percent in real terms. 

In the nonfarm business sector, a 
quarter- ro-quarter productivity in- 
crease of an adjusted 02 percent 
followed two quarters of steep rate . 
slides — 4.1 percent in toe second 
quarter and 32 percent in toe first. 
The third-quarter figure was 1.6 
percent below the year-earlier rate. 

Manufacturing Sector 

The 02-percent increase reflected 
a 28-percent rate of increase in out- 
put and a 25-percent rise in hours 
worked. With hourly compensation 
rising at an 82-percent rate, unit la- 
bor costs rose at a 7.9-perccnt rate. 

Output per hour in manufactur- 
ing increased at a 32-percent ad- 
justed annual rate, up from 29 per- 
cent in toe second quarter. The 
year-to-year increase was 1.4 per- 
cenL The quarterly gain reflected 
no change in output and a 3.1-per- 
oent decline in hours worked. 


With hourly compensation rising 
at an 8-percent rate in the manufac- 
turing sector, unit labor costs in- 
creased at a 4.6-percem rate. The 
increase in unit labor costs here was 
the smallest since last year's third 
quarter, when they rose at a 22-per- 
cent rale. 

l/.S. Companies 
To Increase Use 
Of Bond Issues 

NEW YORK. Oct. 2* (AP-DJ ) — 
Expecting both inflation and bank 
interest rules to remain high, mans 
major corporations plan to use new 
bond issues to meet more of ihe:r 
financing needs in the next 12 
months, a Conference Board survey 
indicates.

17.5. Study Finds Sexist Attitudes 
Higher Among Heavy TV Viewers 


WASHINGTON. Ocl 29 (UPI) — Persons who watch a tot of television 
have more sexist attitudes than those who do not, a University of Pennsyl- 
vania study revealed today. 

"Television tends to perpetuate a sexist view of the world where men 
have all the adventures and women are relegated to staying at home.” said 
Dr. Nancy Signorielli, an author of the study. 

Researchers polled 3,600 persons and found that those who watch televi- 
sion more than four hours a day scored higher on a test to detect sexist 
attitudes. 

In the more than 1.300 network television programs monitored during 
the last 10 years, men heroes outnumbered women three to one, and the 
women portrayed were less likely to have a job and more likely to be 
married than the male characters. Dr. Signorielli said. 

The study also revealed that heavy television watchers mistakenly be- 
lieve {bat the number of elderly persons in the United States is decreasing.

No. 105 and Counting for Carmichael 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (NYT) — Harold Carmichael 
the wide receiver for the Philadelphia Eagles who is 6 
feet 8 indies tall, tied a significant National Football 
League record yesterday by catching 5 passes for 54 
yards against the Bengals in Cincinnati. 

Carmichael, 30 years old and in his ninth season with 
the Eagles, has now caught one or more passes in 105 
consecutive tying the record set by Dan Abra- 

mowicz of the New Orleans Saints and San Francisco 
49ers between 1967 and 1974. 

Cincinnati’s defense is far from the strongest and its 
comerbacks, Louis Breeden and Ken Riley, are eight 
inches shorter than the Eagle receiver, so Cararichaers 
chances to tie the record were excellent. Next Sunday 
against Cleveland he can break the mark. 

Abramowicz believes that any standards set by Car- 
michael wfl] last a long time. “Defenses are so sophisti- 
cated they can shut down receivers these days,” he said 
recently. “And players have to stay healthy with the 
longer season.” 

Low Draft Choice 

Abramowicz, 34 years old and in the investment 
business in New Orleans, retired after the 1974 season. 
He was a 17th- round draft choice of the Saints in 1967, 
a product of Steubenville, Ohio, and Xavier University 
of Cincinnati. 

He remembers the first time he saw CarmichaeL “1 
was organizing some offseason football clinics through- 
out Louisiana.” be said, “and I’d always get some local 
college players to supplement the pros. I was in Baton 
Rouge, and somebody introduced me to this receiver 
from Southern University by the name of Harold Car- 
michael. I just about did a flip. 

“He was 6-8. 1 was amazed at his grace and speed. I 
knew then that this guy was destined for greatness. I 
never dreamed he’d come back to haunt me like t hi s, 
though. ' 

“The way I feel I would not like to see the record 


broken. But if it has to happen 1 can't think of a more 
deserving guy. The reason I don’t want it broken is that 
1 never played on a w inning team, never had a chance 
to go to tire playoffs, and tins record really has meant a 
lot to me.” 

Now at the Mike 

Abramowicz was asked about the pressure of carry- 
ing his streak. He said. “There wouldn't be any pres- 
sure during the week, because I’d be con centra ting on 
practice, but on Sunday they would try to get a pass to 
me early. There’s enough pressure during the course of 
the game, the team shouldn't be worrying about an 
individual record.” Abramowicz keeps up with the 
as a color commentator for the Saints* radio 



Carmichael has also reflected upon the pressures of 
record sedring. “It's in the game plan for me to do 
certain things. If a certain pasting pattern is in there, 
it's up to me to do my job and catch the balL But 
during the gamg, I don’t even thinlc about tbe streak. 1 
just concentrate cm catching tbe ball 

“I guess I’ve always been put in the position to make 
big plays. The pressure has been on me a lot of times 
because of thaL But now, with Wilbert Montgomery, 
Keith Krcpfle, Charley Smith, Scott Fitzkee. those guys, 
are taking the pressure off me a lot. It's just good to 
know you have guys like that on your team, and their 
games are good enough to make them threats, too.” 

Not Much Then 

What Carmichael did not say, in relating himself to 
Abramowicz, is that he has played a much stronger role 
in tire Eagles' offense than did Abramowicz with the 
Saints, who were mostly a rag-tag team in his time. And 
Danny was so much smaller. 6-1, 195 pounds, a receiv- 
er relying on his moves, in the style of Fred Biletnikoff. 
Furthermore, he had a lot of quarterbacks, 25 different 
ones in his 8 pro seasons. 

“The closest the streak came to ending,” he said, 
“was in 1974 when I was with San Francisco and we 
played in Cleveland. There was a blizzard, and I didn’t 
catch a pass until there were 17 seconds remaining.” 

Carmichael has had five different starting quarter- 
backs from the time be broke in with the Eagles as a 
seventh-round draft choice in 1971. They were Fete 
Liske, John Reaves, Mike Boiyla. Roman Gabriel and 
now Ron Jaworslri. Carmichael became a starter in 
1973 and has averaged 52 catches and 7 touchdowns a 
season. He last missed a game in 1972. 

He is surprised and a little embarrassed about the 
streak. 

“I’ve never been in a situation to break a record like 
this,” he said, “bnt the first thing we’re lookingfor is a 
win. The Eagles have been down for so long. I’m just 
excited about tbe team haring another shot at the 
playoffs, and hopefully, going further than we did last 
year. If we were to get to the Soper Bowl you can erase 
everything about the streak.” 

Abramowicz felt the same way. *Td trade the record 
for a Super Bowl ring,” he said. “Some guys have those 
rings. I only have a wedding band. I might tell Harold 
I'm thinking about coming out of retirement."

3-Point Shot an Uncommon Goal in NBA NFL Standings 
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NEW YORK, Ocl 29 JAP) — Is 
the three- point goal a gimmi ck or 
an evolutionary development in the 
way the game is played in the Na- 
tional Basketball Association? The 
experts are divided, bu( all the argu- 
ment has obscured one basic fact 
about the so-called home run shot 
— it rarely happens. 

The three-point shot — three 
points are awarded for field goals 
made from beyond a designated 
marking on the floor from 22 feet to 
23 feel, 9 inches from the basket — 
rarely comes up in the natural 
course of a basketball game. And 
because it's poor percentage to 
shoot from that range, teams rarely 
use plays designed to produce three- 
point attempts. 

In the nine-year history of the 
American Basketball Association, 
only about 12 three-pointers were 
made a game, out of roughly four 
attempts. In the first 58 NBA games 
this season, 236 three-pointers were 
attempted and 61 made, a 258 per- 
centage. That’s an average of just 
over four attempts, and one success- 
ful try, a game. 

No Room for the Best 

Louie Dampier. who was the pre- 
mier three-point shooter in the 
ABA. attempting more (2217) and 
making more (794) than anyone 
else, wasn’t even able to make the 
roster of the New Jersey Nets, who 
were desperate for reserve guards. 

So why bother? 

“It’s a good play, an exciting 
play,” said Bobby Leonard, coach 
and general manager of the Indiana 
Pacers. 

“The fans like it: we saw that in 


the ABA,” says Kevin Loughery, 
coach of tbe New Jersey Nets. “It 
adds excitement because a team 
that's behind has a chance to catch 
up more quickly.” 

“It adds another way to win or 
lose a game," says Bob Ferry, geu- 
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era! manager of the Washington 
Bullets. “The more of those there 
are, the more excitement you have. 
I don't think it's a gimmick but a 
legitimate part of the game.” 

Others, however, don’t like tamp- 
ering with tbe rules. 

“We don’t need it,” declared Red 
Auerbach, president of the Boston 
Celtics, when the rule was being de- 
bated. “1 say leave our game alone. 
Putting in the three-point goal rem- 
inds me of a team that trades four, 
five and sit players every year out 
of panic.” 

“The rule could send our individ- 
ualists haywire.” warned Al A tiles, 
coach ana general manager of the 
Golden State Warriors. “Why not 
give three points to a team that exe- 
cutes the back-door play and gets a 
layup? To me thats worth more 
than just pulling up and shooting.” 

“We’re teaching and preaching 
the team concept,” observed Eddie 
Donovan, general manager of the 
New York Knicks. “This rule goes 
against it. That’s what bothers me." 

“We don't need any gimmicks,” 
says Jack Ramsay, coach of the 
Portland Trail Blazers. “I don't 
think anything is wrong with our 
league to panic into change. I do 
not believe in the concept of 
rewording for distance. It just 
doesn't sound sensible to me.” 

That is the crux of their argu- 
ment: don't reward for distance. As 
Eddie Gottlieb, coach of the NBA’s 
first championship team and now a 
consultant to tbe league, pot it, 
“Why does a guy who shoots from 
22 feel deserve three points, while 
Julius Erring makes one of his fan- 
cy dunks and gets just two points?”

W ASHINGTON — You would 
think the Carter people 
would be terribly upset that Teddy 
Kennedy is getting into the presi- 
dential race. Not so. One astute 
Carter supporter told me: 

“This is the best thing that could 
have happened to us." 

“How’s that?" 

“Well, look 
what was happen- 
ing before Teddy 
went to see his 
mother, and got 
her permission to 
run. Carter was 
sinking in the 
polls — all the 
Washington pun- 
dits were writing 

him off. and the 
cry in the land 
was ‘Anybody But Carter.’ We were 
very upset by all this, but we 
couldn't do anything about it- We 
had Rafshooned the president for a 
year, and it got us nowhere. Money 
was drying up and many of us were 
prepared to start working on the 
Carter presidential library ip Plains* 
Ga. Then Teddy decided he had to 
save the country and we were off 
and running.'* 

“But you had Jerry Brows to run 
against," I said. 

“At the beginning we thought 
that would be sufficient, but Brown 
blew it and beating him means 
nothing. We’re very disappointed in 
Gov. Brown. We were hoping he 
would give us more opposition." 

“Are you trying to tell me that 
you Carter people are not worried 
about Kennedy?" 


“But you must be very pragmatic in 
politics. Before Teddy, we were 
faced with a terrible prospect 
Carter had to run against himself 
and you can imagine what that 
meant Last time he ran against 
Washington, and that's how he got 
elected. The president wanted to do 
it again, bet we explained to him 
there were kune people in the coun- 
try who thought be was part of the 
problem. We had no issue until 
Teddy decided to make his move.” 

“When you spell it out that way it 
does make sense.” 

“We couldn't have planned it bet- 
ter if we had wanted to. We can 
now go to people who never cared 
much for the Kennedys and say, 'If 
you don't give us money. Teddy will 
take away your three-martini 
lunch.’ That's all it usually takes." 

“1 thought Carter was against the 
three- martini lunch, too.” 

“He is, but as with most things 
no one pays any attention to him. If 
Teddy wants to do away with the 
lunches people will start taking it 
seriously. 

“I do," I admitted.

Among the items on display ai 
the house located in the historic 
center of the city are the piano Puc- 
cini used in writing the opera Tu- 
randoL the maestro's last major 
masterpiece, letters and manu- 
scripts.

'Searching Is the Only Answer 
To Total Passivity* 


P ARIS (IHT) — “The only 
thing that all forms of the- 
ater have in common is a need for 
an audience. This is more than a 
truism: in the theater the audi- 
ence completes the steps of cre- 
ation," Peter Brook wrote in 1968, 
the year he founded his experi- 
mental troupe in Paris. He has 
found his audiences not only at 
Stratford-on-Avon and on Broad- 
way. but in an insane asylum, the 
diffs of Iran, a zoo. A few years 
ago he took his multinational 
company on a daft but enriching 
trip to Africa to perform before 
such natives as they happened on 
during a long trek across the Sa- 
hara. In Paris we asked what is 
acting, what is an ac tort he later 
said, in Africa we asked what is 
an audience? 

In Africa the company was put- 
ting together a show based on 
“The Conference of the Birds,” a 
12th-century Persian allegory in 
which many birds meet to discuss 
and embark upon a search for 
God. At the end of the terrible 
quest only a few remain to learn 
that what they seek has always 
been right at hand bat that with- 
out the journey they would never 
have found it, 

“I wanted a really demanding 
piece of material tiial we could 
come back to again and again. It 
became pan of everybody, it be- 
came part of the group's personal 
folklore." Brook said, seated 
cross-legged on cushions in his 
Latin Quarter flat. The group has 
performed the piece in front of 
California Chicanes, Minnesota 
Indians, and the natives of Brook- 
lyn. “Each time we took only a 
pan and made improvisations. 
Then we put it away. After four 
years we took the whole work out 
for the first time and did the 
whole thing.” 

Fast Refuting 


After Berlin. Rome and Avig- 
non. “The Conference of the 
Birds” is now having a limited 
run (in French) in the Brook com- 
pany's Paris base, the Bouffes du 
Nord. an old and recently derelict 
theater. Brook and his colleague, 
Michdine Rozan, dazzled the 
government into a subsidy by re- 


fitting the theater in only three 
months and putting on a terrific 
"Timon of AuiensT 

“Theater is something immedi- 
ate." Brook says. “We wanted 
something special but we wanted 
it the next day.** 

The Bouffes is very attractive 
and extremely uncomfortable. 
The discomfort was not deliber- 
ate. Brook says, but it has the ef- 
fect of natural selection in keep- 
ing the casual spectator oul “we 
are intuitively shunned by the reg- 
ular theatergoers, they find it too 
uncomfortable. They came to Ti- 
mon* because it was much talked 
about, but they never came again. 
We’re not part of the cultural 
scene, on purpose." 

At the Bouffes, Brook works in- 
timately with his company of IS. 
They have worked with the Amer- 
ican Theater of the Deaf and have 
intensely studied the meaning of 
sound, learning Greek not to- 
learn the language but to study its 
sonic essences. “I don't think the- 
ater has anything to do with the 
diche word communication,” he 
once said in a TV chat with Peter 
HaiL “I prefer to think of a 
change in perception." 

He continues to work in his na- 
tive England with the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, and last 
season directed “Antony and 
Cleopatra” with Glenda Jackson. 

“People were disappointed in 
‘Antony* because they didn't see 
the fruit of our trip to Africa. 
They expected something exotic 
and extravagant. 1 was trying to 
do it as spare, austere. 1 discov- 
ered the play is a series of inti- 
mate persona] relations — a sort 
of intimist film, not a big show." 

Brook usually surprises. The 
boy wonder who directed his first 
production at Stratford at 20 and 
was director of productions at 
Covent Garden at 22, is at 54 still 
full of a sense of wonder that is 
shaped by a formidable intellect 
and relentless asking of questions. 
He has a careful tread, and eyes 
as dear and pale as glacier 
streams. He blushes. When he 
made his first foray into the com- 
plex world of American founda- 
tions, he emerged with not one 
grant but three. His parents were 
scientists-, he is a seeker.

He has worked as successfully 
in commercial show biz as in the 
classics and the experimental the- 
ater. He denies telling a French 
reporter that be hates directing: 

"What I detest is fulfilling the 
popular misconception that the 
director is someone who gives or- 
ders — which in theater form is 
thought of as the actor being like 
clay. Actors aren’t day or instru- 
ments. An instrument is there to 
play fixed notes. The whole theat- 
rical process has to do with 
human relationships — relations 
with each other, with the material, 
with the audiences. 

“The director’s role is very sub- 
tle. ft's never been passible to 
sum it up' in one word, whether 
the word is producer, .director or 
metteur ext scene. Animateur is a 
good word: although it's lost its 
meaning now, it comes back to 
the beautiful word animus.” 

Brook’s films have been less 
'successful than his theatrical pro- 
ductions. “I like films because on 
the one hand it's vastly collabora- 
tive but in another way it's more 
personal — the director is making 
a subjective statement In the the- 
ater. the more subjective a direc- 
tor’s work is. the less theatrical 

“I like going to films, I don’tgo 
to the theater. I belong to a film 
culture. The day ’Apocalypse 
Now’ opened I was in the queue 
on the Champs- Elysees at 2:30 in 


the afternoon. What is interesting 
in film is the degree of control 
and precision. What is uninterest- 
ing is the slowness of the pro- 
cess." 

Of his films, he prefers “Tell 
Me Lies,” based oa his Vietnam 
war. play “US,” and filmed at 
great speed all over London. He 
shot bis film version of 
“Marat/ Sade" in 10 days. His 
new film, “Encounters with Re- 
markable Men." based oa the. 
George Gurdrieff book, took a 
year and a half and is now open- 
ing in Europe. It got mixed no- 
tices in New York but box office 
is so fantastic, says Brook, that 
Variety has invented a new word, 
“guru-guru." to replace boffo. 

The film project began several 
years ago when Jeanne de 
Satzmann, Gurdjieff* s closest sur- 
viving pupil, suggested to Brook 
that they collaborate. He accept- 
ed for two characteristic reasons: 
“Through this collaboration . 
something could be reflected that 
would in no way be didactic, but 
would come from firsthand expe- 
rience," and because it would, 
“give a taste of what a searcher is, 
what a search can mean.” 


Universal Theme 


The quest theme is universal 
Brook says. "Everybody realizes 
it’s something hard to be true to. 
Everybody has a quest and then 
what we sB do is forget our quest 
and invent excuses. Three-quar- 
ters of the original ‘Conference of 
the Birds' is excuses. 

"The quest is not only some- 
thing in every human bong but 
today as the more fixed values are 
rightly debunked, the only thing 
left is searching. Searching is the 
only answer to total passivity, to- 
tal negativity.” 

Brook’s own searching is so un- 
relenting one might think it more 
important than the end. “That's 
not quite true," he says. "That 
suggests something so horizontal 
1 can only give as an answer that 
the search and the end come to- 
gether." He gives an analogy of 
the goalposts in a football game. 
“The goal becomes incorporated 
in the game, but that doesn’t 
mean it's a game without a goaL"
